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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's 
submission filed on April 20, 2010 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. In response to the Amendment received on April 20, 2010, the examiner has carefully considered 
the amendments. 

Priority 

3. The certified English translation of the foreign application is acknowledged, said translation has 
been placed of record in the file. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Translation of Foreign priority document, filed 4/20/2010, 
with respect to claims 21-25 and 68-78 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claims 21-25 and65-78 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Okawa et al (JP10-158385) has been withdrawn. The certified English 
language translation of the priority document JP8-352893 removes JP1 0-1 58385 as prior art. However 
for reasons outlined below the instantly claimed invention is not in condition for allowance. Please see 
below. 

Reissue Applications 

4. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because the error which is 
relied upon to support the reissue application is not an error upon which a reissue can be based. See 37 
CFR 1.175(a)(1) and MPEP § 1414. The most recent declaration filed, April 20, 2010, does not contain 
any error statements. The error statements found in said oath/declaration are no longer applicable since 
applicant has cancelled said claims (i.e., 51 and 66). Additionally, it is deemed that inventor Takashi 
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Ukachi has never signed an oath/declaration that contains any error statement. Please file a new 
oath/declaration signed by all inventors and containing a proper error statement. 

5. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.67(a) identifying this application by application number and filing date is required. See MPEP 
§§ 602.01 and 602.02. 

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

It does not identify the foreign application for patent or inventor's certificate on which priority is 
claimed pursuant to 37 CFR 1.55, and any foreign application having a filing date before that of 
the application on which priority is claimed, by specifying the application number, country, day, 
month and year of its filing. 

6. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 1 .175 and MPEP 
§ 1414) because of the following: The most recently filed oath/declaration, April 20, 2010, is defective 
because there is no foreign claim for priority even though the box has been checked to indicate a claim 
for priority is attached. Additionally, inventor Takashi Ukachi has not signed an oath/declaration 
containing a proper claim for foreign priority. Therefore the newly submitted declaration must also repeat 
claim for foreign priority. 

7. Claims 21-25 and 68-78 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath/declaration 
under 35 U.S.C. 251 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1.175. 

The nature of the defect(s) in the oath/declaration is set forth in the discussion above in this 
Office action. 

Claim Objections 

8. The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 which requires the original 
numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, the 
remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they must be numbered 
consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest numbered claims previously 
presented (whether entered or not). 

Newly added claims 68-73 are identical to original patent claims 8-13. As a result, these claims 
should be renumbered and re-instated as original patent claims 8-13. Appropriate action is requested. 

9. Additionally, applicant's claim formatting is improper. All newly submitted claims need to be 
underlined in their entirety. See 37 CFR 1.173(b)(2). Applicants will need to submit a new copy of 
properly marked claims in response to this office action.
